He was later convicted of 
trumped-up charges and sentenced to 5 or 8 
years. At the time Chairman Fred and Chairman 
Mark Clark were murdered by the Cook County 
attorney and Chicago police. Chairman Fred was 
out on appeal bond for the alleged armed rob- 
bery. Everyone and their mama knew that Chair- 
man Fred was innocent of the armed robbery. 
But this was an orchestrated attempt by 
COINTELPRO (FBI), working in concert with the 
Cook County attorney and Chicago police. When 
this attempt to frame Chairman Fred failed the 
miscreants conspired and plotted to murder him 
and Chairman Mark.” *** “lf anyone knows 
young Fred, will you send his number and ad- 
dress to TJI.”

Hawaii recently voted to send Texas their 
WELL BEHAVED prisoners. They have put the 
Massachusetts prisoners in the Lew Sterrett 
North Jail Tower where they had an outbreak of 
TB in the summer of ‘93. Last summer, Colorado 
transferred 500 prisoners to the Bowie County 
Jail in Texarkana. Since then 90 prisoners have 
filed lawsuits in Denver federal court. ACLU says 
prison experts revealed unsanitary kitchen, roach 
infestation, poor ventilation and excessive use of 
force. Remember they only send you to Texas if 
you're well behave. ‘Well behaved’ is not an irre- 
versibie condition, is it?“ *** Later he wrote: 
“Peltier had a parole hearing at Leavenworth on 
Dec.11,'95 and the next day Dec.12’95 he was 
transferred without notice to the Federal Transfer 
Center, Oklahoma City. | don’t know what's up, 
but if they move him to another prison he will lose 
the easy contact he has with his main support 
people. In addition, he will not have the job he 
has where he can do his painting.” *** “All the 
skins in Texas are anxious to know what's hap- 
pening with him.
